The Psychological Strategy Board would undertake at onee to 
prepare a preliminary report on the position of the United 
States with respect to repatriation and to exchange of 
prisoners of war; and (3) State and Defense would jointly 
examine the need for a revision of U. 5S. policy respecting 
Southeast Asia, with particular reference to Indo-China, for 
consideration by the Senior NSC Staff.
